Labor Split Looms 
As Teamsters Get 
Order To Clean Up 


NEW YORK Ilf!—Possibilities of 
the bitterest schism in the ranks 
of organized labor in more than 
two decades shaped up today in 
the wake of a 30-day cleanup ulti­ 
matum isjiued to the giant Team ­ 
sters Union by the AFL-CIO. 
The Executive Council of the 
AFL-CIO set the tim e lim it for 
possible suspension of 
the 
na­ 
tion’s largest union at an extra­ 
ordinary session W ednesday. 
The council acted in the face of 
a warning that Jam es R, Hoffa, a 
chief target of the AFL-CIO leader­ 
ship, was sure of election as pres­ 
ident of the International Brother­ 
hood of Team sters at its conven­ 
tion next week. 
The W'arning cam e from John 
F. English, secretary of the Team ­ 
sters, in his capacity as an AFL- 
CIO vice president and a mem ber 
of the Executive Council. 
English, who cast the lone vote 
a g a i n s I the cleanup mandate, 
urged the E xecutive Council not 
to make a hasty decision that he 
said might cut the heart out of 
the m erged labor m ovem ent.

Fairground soon will go on t h e

A dispute over the property dates 
directly back to 1954 when Earl 
Leroy Scott and Esther Scott Crone 
filed a suit in Common Pleas Court 
against Herbert W’ilson. 
The suit was to quiet title, and 
when Fayette Comity C o m m on 
Pleas Judge John P. Case step­ 
ped down from the case, Clinton 
County Common Pleas J u d g e 
Charles R. Kirk was assigned t 
it by Chief Justice Carl V. Wey- 
grandt of the Ohio S u p r e m e 
Court. 
In deciding the 1954 title suit, 
Judge Kirk fourd in favor of 'the 
plaintiffs. He ruled that W i 1 son 
had 
no interest in the property 
and tn ji Scot* and Miss Crone had 
good title to the property at the 
tim e of the decision 
WIUSON HAD ANSW’ERED the 
suit filed against 
him , 
claim ing 


that he had bought an undivided 
cne-third interest in the property 
from Clarence W ohlheter in 1933. 
Wohlheter had inherited the inter­ 
est from his w ife, F lossie S c o t t 
Wohlheter, who had com e into pos­ 
session of the property.

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Some Progress Reported In Needed Move 
Laff-A-Day 


There is currently reported to be an en­ 
couraging start toward the much advo­ 
cated movement for the federal govern­ 
ment and state governments to get togeth­ 
er on efforts toward “bringing more gov­ 
ernment activities back home.” 
Recently the numerous people who have 
insisted that this is one way to cut high 
federal government taxes, are heartened 
by the initial plans of the Joint Federal- 
State Action Committee which is seeking 
ways to stem the trend over many past 
years toward centralization of power in 
Washington D. C. 
Most all of us here in Fayette County 
who have watched this growing power in 
Washington D. C. have felt for a long time 
that something should be done about it. It 
is probably that this same line of thinking 
is true among observing citizens in every 
community in the country. 
In spite of this, nearly every locality 
gives way to the idea of obtaining' some 
cash grant, whenever possible, from the 
federal government, on most every new 
public project which comes up. The favor­ 
ite reason assigned for such efforts to get 
government money is “if we don’t get it 
some other community will.” 
Recently the committee of state gover­ 
nors and federal officials, formed at the 
suggestion of President Eisenhower, in a 
meeting at Hershey. Pa., reached tenta­ 
tive agreement on a plan under which the 
states wTould assume about, $500,000,000 in 
federal expenditures. This, at least, is a 
good start if carried out. 
Under this plan, the states would take 
©ver c o m p 1 e t e responsibility for the 


school lunch programs, vocational educa­ 
tion, natural disaster relief, water pollu­ 
tion, small '“stimulative” grants- and 50 
per cent of the supplemental old-age as 
sistance. 
In return, it was recommended that the 
f e d e r a l government relinquish to the 
states the taxes it now collects on local 
telephone service, amusement t i c kets, 
cabarets, club dues and initiation fees, 
coin operated, gaming an cl amusement de­ 
vices, safe deposit box rentals, bowling 
alley and pool tables. 
It has become evident to nearly every­ 
body that some action is needed to pre­ 
vent the states from becoming almost 
powerless satellites of the n a t i o n a l 
government. 
More Federal aid means higher Federal 
taxes, less revenue left for state and local 
governments— and even more depend­ 
ence on Federal aid. 
It has been pointed out by many dis­ 
cerning'people that “grants from Wash­ 
ington D, C„ to our states have increased 
more than two and half tim es in recent 
years. But our communities are not ‘'get­ 
ting something for nothing’— the cost in 
taxes is far higher than if the projects 
were handled at home, by local authorities 
responsive to local needs. 
“These grants-in-aid, this pan-handlmg 
approach to filling state and community 
needs, costs America far more in free­ 
dom than it does in funds. Big-govern- 
ment spending means big - government 
controls, as many a once - free people 
have learned to Its sorrow.”

to a bare minimum, not only by 
the resignation of opportunists 
and time-servers, but also by a 
shift of confirmed and believing 
Marxists to related movements 
and by the hard core of obedient 
agents of the Kremlin who have 
gone underground. Some of 'these 
are now operating out of Mexico. 
The FBI is more fam iliar with 
the details of this situation than 
any private citizen can be, for 
tt is obvious from court trials 
and congressional c o m. m 1. ttee 
hcaiings that the FBI has infil­ 
trated 'this movement and is able 
to nave detailed reports on its 
activities from, the inside. 
On the other hand, it has be­ 
come a phase, of party propa­ 
ganda, as anyone who reads the 
“ Daily Worker” can see, to min­ 
imize the importance of the par­ 
ty in the United States, to give 
figures showing how the party 
has lost members, is poverty- 
•tr icken and is about to collapse. 
To this. J. Edgar Hoover re­ 
plied. a t the American L e g i o n 
convention: 
. .the FBI in­ 
vestigations have shffwn t h a t 
there is a hard core of conspira­ 
torial reds unaffected by party 
differences and controlled by the 
heavy hand, of Moscow As long 
as this under c o v e r ‘apparatus’ 


most unbelievable—r e r c h i n g 
deep . into pracli,ca.lly every talk 
of life. To gauge the effectiveness 
of this campaign, we need only 
— to note the widespread and voc­ 
iferous clamor raised whenever 
our government attempts to deal 
firmly in self-defense against the 
subversive threat.

In most cases, though, the wa­ 
terless cleaners actually wifi help 
prevent skin allergies from poison 
ivy, poison oak and i r r i t a t i ng 
soils and oils. 
Polyhydric phenols .are the ac­ 
tive ingredients to these p l a n t 
poisons. Using mild oxidizing a- 
gents, such as are found to the 
waterless cleaner s., helps render 
such ingredients ineffective. 
Im.medii.te action, of course, Is 
quite necessary to wa~h away all 
of the .poisonous substances. 
This is possible only if y o u 
have something with which you 
can clean do, unless you have 
something like waterless cleaners 
along with you. 
More and more utilities, a n d 
other firms which send men out 
into the fields, are adding water­ 
less cleaner, as part of the truck 
crew’s equipment. 
From the standpoint of health 
and safety, it seems like a pretty 
good idea to me.

For years 1 have been told that 
a meteorite was being used for a 
g r a v e marker in Fair view Ceme­ 
tery on áoute 70, a mile northwest 
of Jeffersonville, long the burial 
ground for residents of the com­ 
munity. 
A few days ago while passing 
the cemetery, 1 drove in and con­ 
tacted J. O. Gahm. caretaker pf 
that cemetery and seven others in 
Jefferson Township. He pointed out 
the stone at once. 
I found the stone, 
which 
is 
about 12 inches in diameter and 
is partly buried in the ground, 
in be a glacial boulder of gran­ 
ite-like 
formation, 
with 
much 
quartz imbedded 
in 
the 
main 
matrix of the dark pink stone. 
1 have seen many similar gla?iol 
stones brought here from the moun­ 
tains on the northeastern seaboard 
They are of a type that soon weath­ 
ers. due to their coarse make-up. 
Had the stone been a meteorite 
it would have been torn to pieces 
as it rushd through the sky at 
terrific speed, or it would have 
been melted and disintegrated by 
the heat generated in its mad dash 
from outer spac? to the earth's 
surface. 
I have inspected several stones 
which were said to be meteorites 
and have always found them to the 
glacial stones or concretions. 
There are only a few glacial 
stones used as grave markers in 
Fayette County, one of the largest 
being on the Fisher lot in Sugar 
Grove Cemetery, Route 70, south. 
• * • 
DANIEL BOONE HERE 
Daniel Boone, great pioneer and 
India,; fighter, hunted in Fayette 
County as well as other parts of 
Ohio, and was once held by the 
Shawnee Indians who captured him 
in Kentucky and removed him to 
their large village on the banks 
of North Fork oi Paint Creek near 
Frankfort. 
I recently obtained this story 
from Lewis M. Day, 87, who has 
practised law* in Chiliicothe for 63 
years. He has a keen memory and 
history is one of his main hobbies, 
incidentally Day is a fifth cous- 
sm of Daniel Boone and fourth 
cousin of Simon Kenton. 
. 
He related that Boone was cap­ 
tured in 1772 and was forced to do 
all kinds of work for the Indians, 
including making maple syrup, cut­ 
ting sap troughs, etc., in what is 
now Porter’s Hollow, a few' miles 
south of Frankfort, which was then 
called Old d’own. 
Boone w atche' his chance and 
one 
night escaped his I n d i a n 
guards. 
Foliowing North Fork of Paint 
Creek to Waugh’s Run, w'hich en­ 
ters the stream from, the east, he 
followed that stream until near 
davlight, 
then 
took refuge in a 
giant hollow sycamore tree. Boone 
is quoted as saying he never saw 
as much wild game anywhere as 
in the area about the sycamore 
free which grew in--Northwestern 
Ross County. 
The next night he headed east 
to Deer Creek, followed it to the 
Scioto River, stole an Indian can­ 
oe and, still traveling 
at night, 
made his way down the Scioto to 
the Ohio River and on to Mays- 
Tille, Ky. 
Later he and Simon Kenton led 
a party of settlers against th e 


Shawnees, defeated them, d r o v e 
them back to their village n e a r 
Frankfort and burned the village 
Boone thus had his revenge on 
his cruel Shawnee captors
